20.  To  obtain  hoiiicstead  entry  il  shall  he  nece.ssiiey 
for  I he  p(  r.son  ajiplying  therelor  to  apjicar  ami  make 
iilinhivit  hefore  the  Local  Agent  aecording  to  lorni  R, 
C,  D,  or  E,  in  the  schediile  to  this  Act,  as  the  circiini- 
stanccs  of  ilumaase  require  : upon  liliiig  siieh  allidavit 
w ith  the  Local  Agent,  ami  on  ])ayineiit  to  him  ol  an 
ollicc  fee  of  ten  dollars,  sui  h person  shall  leeeivc  a 
receipt  from  the  Local  Agent  according  to  the  lorni  I'' 
in  the  schedule  to  this  Act;  and  Mieli  receipt  shail  ho 
a (aititieate  of  entry,  and  shall  be  authority  to  the 
jierson  obtaining  it  to  go  into  jiossession  of  the  laml 
descrihed  in  it: 

2.  If  a person  obtaining  homestead  entry  apjilit  s for 
ami  obtains  at  the  same  time  a jire-cnqitioii  i nti-",  he 
sliall  pay  to  the  J.oeul  Agent  a further  olliie  fee  (U  ten 
dollai'S,  and  .shall  receive  therefor  from  him  a reeei|'t 
in  like  form,  and  having  like  ell'cct  to  that  ] reseiibc.l 
tor  luimestead  entry  : 

3.  I’rovideil,  that  in  ease  of  iiitemling  inimigi ants 
or  other  jieisoiis  ]>r<n:osing  to  rettle  together,  tho 
Minister  of  the  Interior  oi'  the  I.  ind  Hoard,  on  ii  ijui- 
sition  signed  liy  them,  may  authori/.e  any  jierson  tiiey 
name  to  olitain  homestead  and  pre-emption  entries  for 
them,  before  their  arri\al  in  the  territory  in  which  tho 
land  they  desire  to  oeeujiy  is  situate ; 

4.  'I'hc  ]ierson  so  authorized  shall,  to  obtain  suelt 
entries,  make  ajijilieation  in  the  form  (!  in  tiie  sche- 
dule to  this  Act,  on  hehalf  of  each  of  tiiose  whom  he 
represents,  ami  shall  make,  allidavit  before  the  Local 
Agent  aecording  to  form  11,  .
